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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Portland  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information 
and  consideration  my  Report  for  the  year  1950  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District. 

Although  an  unexpectedly  large  number  of  cases  of 
measles  (235)  was  notified  (there  having  been  236  in  the  previous 
year),  the  outstanding  epidemiological  event  of  the  year  was  the 
occurrence  of  14  cases  (9  paralytic  and  5  non-paralytic)  of 
poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis).  This  is  equivalent  to  an 
annual  case  rate  of  just  over  98  per  100,000  living,  the  annual 
case  rates  for  paralytic  cases  and  non-paralytic  cases  being 
respectively  63  and  35  per  100,000  living. 

In  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge,  it  is  not 
possible  to  explain  this  high  attack  rate,  nor  indeed  can  one 
explain  how  this  disease  is  spread,  although  the  causal  organism, 

-  a  very  small  filterable  virus  -  is  known. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  and  consideration  which  has  been  extended  to  me  by 
members  of  the  Council  since  I  took  up  my  duties  in  Portland.  I 
am  also  most  grateful  to  my  fellow  officials  and  to  the  Council 
staff  generally  for  their  most  helpful  co-operation.  In  particu¬ 
lar  I  would  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  Mr.  H.R.A.  Bolt,  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  ever  ready  assistance  in  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department.

FOOD  POISONING 

Towards  the  end  of  June,  1950,  there  was  a  limited 
outbreak  of  food  poisoning  at  a  canteen  for  the  workers  on 
a  new  construction  project. 

The  total  number  of  persons  at  risk  was  53  of  whom 
six  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  food  poisoning. 

As  a  result  of  laboratory  investigation  the  causative 
organism  was  considered  to  be  Cl.  Welch!!  -  one  of  the  food 
handlers  was  a  carrier  -  while  the  vehicle  of  infection  was 
probably  roast  beef  cooked  the  previous  day,  left  overnight 
(not- in  a  refrigerator),  and  served  cold  the  next  day. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  piped  from  a  borehole  at  Friar  Waddon.  It 
is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  there. 

Twenty  five  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one 
reported  to  be  'suspicious',  A  repeat  sample  taken  immediately 
on  receipt  of  this  adverse  result,  was  reported  to  be  highly 
satisfactory.

BURIAL  GROUND  -  ST .  GEORGE ’ S  CEHETERH  EXTENSION. 

During  the  year  the  Council  gave  considerable  thought 
to  the  necessity  of  utilising  further  land  for  burial  purposes 
as  there  was  little  further  space  available  in  the  present  St, 
George’s  Cemetery. 

The  proposed  extension  was  southwards  along  Weston  Roar 
and  after  inspecting  the  land  I  submitted  a  report  that, 
provided  adequate  surface  water  drainage  could  be  established, 
there  should  be  no  nuisance  arising  from  the  use  of  this 
extension  for  burial  purposes.

There  are  32  vendors  of  ice  cream  in  the  district;  in 
addition  small  quantities  are  sold  from  vehicles  operating 
from  outside  the  area.  The  majority  of  ice  cream  sold  is 
already  pre-packed,  the  remainder  being  brought  in  containers 
for  sale  as  loose  ice  cream. 

The  premises  vary,  but  generally  speaking  are  satis¬ 
factory. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Sever  baiting  was  carried  out  on  those  sections  of 
the  sewer  considered  likely  to  be  affected,  the  other  sections 
become  surcharged  with  storm  water  and  have  such  steep  gradients 
that  they  cannot  remain  infested.  Control  baiting  is  regularly 
carried  out  at  the  refuse  tip,  situated  at  the  Council  Depot. 
Minor  infestations  only  have  been  met  with  during  the  year  and 
all  complaints  are  attended  to  as  well  as  possible  by  the 
limited  staff  available.
